‘we are enabled to print to-day the substance of 
an interview which Mr. Michael Collins, head 
of the Provisional Government, gave yesterday 
to Mr. Jobn Steele, the Zridune’s special re- 
presentative. i 

Mr. Bteele’s message runs:—Mr. de Valera’s 
cenial of the right of democracy, and his as- 
sumption of responsibility for- the acts of the 
mutinos section of the Republican Army, in 
his exebusive interview with me, has pleased the 
Free State leaders more than anything that has 
happened for months. 

The interview has been widely reproduced in 
the Irigh Press, and is regarded by the Free 
Staters as worth many thousands of votes at the 
coming jelection. 

This opinion was expressed this mornin by 
Mr. Michael Collins, Chairman of the vi- 
tional Government, and joint leader with Mr. 
Arthur Griffith of the Treaty forces. 

Mr. Collias, as Chief of the Provisiona] Go- 


vernment is imstalled in a, beautiful new build-. 


ing, which has just been completed for the Irish 
College of Science, near Merrion square, Dublin. 
lt is ptobably one of the most handsome and 
convenient Government buildings m.the world. 
Indeed, if it had been built specially for the 
purpose 1t could not have been better. It will 
irobably become the permanent home of the 
ich Government. 

Mr. Collins occupies a modest room, plainly 
furnishéd, with an American roll-top desk and 
table, while ia adjoining rooms are placed the 
host. of secrotaries, typists, and all those other 
details of the staff one usually finds associated 
with a Chief of State. 

J found Mr. Collins optimistic aebout 
the sifuation in Ireland. “I’ve just re- 
turhed ; from the country.” he said; 
“where I’ve spent the week-end reading 
John Marshall's account of the American 
Revolution and the years immediately following 
it whem your fathers were building the State. 
Jt might pass for a history of the present days 
in Treland—there are’ the same divisions, the 
tame disorders, the same rebellious elements. 
America won through. So shall we.”

THE LAST EFFORT. 


If Mr, de Valera and his followers refuse to 
co-operate, and if they continue the campaign 
of anarchy, then Mr. Collins is prepared to 
fight; but it will not be civil war. It will be 
timply á police measure. ' 

Mr. Cpllins’s jaw stnek out with characteristic 
firmness, when he told me that the present 
peace effort would be the last. “Tf this peace 
effort fails, then there will be no other. Every 
avenue Of co-operation will have been explored 
and we) shall have to take strong action to 
restore @rder in the comntry. It is not an easy 
nroblem: for a revolutionary Government, in 
‘he nathie of things. must take some account 
of motives. re is & lot of plain looting, 
robbery, and yiolenoe going on. That is 
‘ommon criminality, and must be punished. 
Also, there is a certain amount of commandeer- 
Ing from what, after all, is a patriotic, if 
piiseuided motive. That, too, must be stopped ; 
‘ut it requires a different. method. 

Then there is the question of disarmament. 
There afte too many guns in the country—un- 
rontrelied guns, I mean—and they've got to be 
got in, A gun is a dangerous thing for a 
roung man to have. Some day he mav use it 
in a quarrel over a girl, or over a shilling, or 
over a word. That is one of the problems 
the Py nom Government has got to solve, 
and is getermined to solve; but it cannot be 
done in a day or two.”

the floating nature of their personnel, Its 
force is only a fraction, however, of the Free 
State fighting forces, and it is poorly armed. 

Finally, Mr. Collins dictated to me the follow- 
ing statement, dealing with Mr. de Valera’s 
denial of the right of democracy :—" Any people 
has a right to go wrong if it wishes, and no 
one has the right to deny it that right, or to 
deny it the right to exercise it. No man, and 
no army, has got the God-given right to say 
what a people may or may not do. Not even 
the Kaisar: or the Tsar in the ‘days of their 
greatest glory made such an extravagant claim: 

“Deputy de Valera makes a point of the 
absence in our revolutionary Government of 
checks and safeguards such as those of a Second 
Chamber. My reply is that these Second Cham- 
bers were instituted chiefly as safeguards 
against snap reversals of decisions; and we have 
often seen the Senate of the United States, and 
even the English House of Lords, more demo- 
cratic, and keener to protect the people's 
liberties than the Lower Houses, Even the 
House of Lords never made any claim to deny 
the right of democracy. 

“ In all ‘civilised’ States the idea of the neces- 
sity for absolute co-ordination of all departments 
of Government must be ised. No modern 
State exists on the army alone. The strength 
of the modern State depends on the extent to 
which its Executive, including its legislative 
branch, is supported by a stron army, thus 
enabling it to carry out a virile policy.”

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DEALINGS IN TIME BARGAINS 
NEXT MONDAY, 

The Stock Exchange Committee, at their 
rmeeting yesterday afternoon, repealed the 
temporary, or war-time, regulations, and con- 
firmed the new rules for tie Stock Exchange 
which were passed a month ago. Dealings for 
the account will commence next Monday. Thus 
the old system of contangoes, or carry-over 
transactions at fortnightly sctilements, is re- 
stored. These have been prohibited since 
January 4, 1915, when the Stock Exchange re- 
opened for the first time since the eve of the 
war. 

Since then all dealings have been on 2 strictly 
cash basis. This restriction etill applies to 
British Colonial Government Stocks. 

Technically, a contango is the continuation 
charge or interest paid by a client to a broker 
for stocks purchased but not paid for. The 
position in @ carry-over transaction on the 
“bull ” side is that of a client who purchases 
stock which he does not wish to pay ‘for at the 
next settlement. If a settlement, which occurs 
approximately every fortnight, intervenes, and 
the price has not risen sufficiently to make it 
worth while selling, the client arranges with his 
broker to “carry over, for which the broker 
charges interest. 

In reality the client is borrowing money to 
carry the stock. In the meantime the broker 
has either borrowed the stock from the éeller, 
who is also desirous of “carrying over,” or has 
deposited it with the lender of the money 
required against an advance,
